. The plan to beautify Richniond by planting trees all over the 
‘town is one that ean not be too'strongly commended and endorseé. 
It is something that makes for the improvement of a town, just asa 
new suit of clothes adds to the attractiveness of a man, or.a charmifig 
creation from Paris makes the fairer half of creation more charming 
—if that be possible—than,they are in calico and cambrigs. The idea 
also of the Burlingame expert, Henry Maiers, that a park commission 
should be appointed to look after the matter is eminently: practical, 
and we suggest that the commission be composed of women. 

Beauty is something that naturally appeals to woman. ° Beau- 
tiful herself in person, character, virtue and loveliness, she naturally 
wants all around her beautiful and therefore when she undertakes’ 
to beautify anything she does it tastefully and so wep that it leay 
nothing more to be desired. ; : 

Today women are taking an active part in our civil life. As the 
News remarked some time ago, Just as the touch of woman can always 
be seen in the home which she adorns with her presence, so when she 
takes a hand in public affairs, such as keeping the city clean, beautify. 
ing the streets, establishing parks, etc., her work is rezdily to be 
ascertained. 

We urge, therefore, that. the Mayor be empowered to appoint a 
committee or commission of five ladies representing the various sec- 
tions of the city as a park commission and that to them be given the 
thoroughly congenial task of improving our streets, planting trees, 
placing boxes for the collection of debris, lo¢ating an@ beautifying 
of parks and squares, and in a word making Richmond what we all 
desire to see her, the most beautiful city on the Coast. 

As to the kind of trees to be planted, those which give the most 
shade in summer should be selected, but deciduous trees would un- 
doubtedly find most favor in our city and only’ those of hardy, deep 
rooting type should be Planted: Burlingame is quite a different 
loeation from Richmond and what would do very well there would 
not thrive as well here. Tall, shady trees are what are needed here. 

Later we hope to see the present system of street lighting sup- 
planted by electroliers all down Macdonald and on Washington ave- 
nues. That will add to the beauty of these avenues and make them 
ideal thoroughfares, , It will not cost much. The electroliers should 
be placed about every two hundred feet and will cost about $87 each 
erected. That idea has been broached at various times and should 
be carried out. 

In fadt, the wise way would be for the park commissioners when 
‘ they are appointed to meet and consult with experts, prepare a com- 
prehensive plan for the beautifying of the city and then 
carry it out. The result will be a harinonious whole and not improve- 
ments which are not in harmony and which clash and destroy their 
own beauty by their incongruity. 


THE JAPANESE AT HOME. 


While the United-States government under the control of Presi- 
dent Wilson and Secretary Bryan has resisted all efforts of Congress 
to control the immigration of Japanese, and this coast is left practi- 
cally defenseless so far as being protected from that class of immi- 
grants is concerned, the Japanese at home have apparently uninten- 
tionally come to the rescue of the white people of this state, and em- 
phasized the fact that Japan is in no shape not only to fight a rich 
and powerful nation like this, but to do any fighting at all. Japan is 
learning the lesson that all nations which go to war must learn sooner 
or later—that war is a very expensive luxury, and that when it is over 
the real trouble begins. 

No one knows what the Civil War cost the United States, No 
one will ever know. The amount of bonds issued, of pensions paid, 
and of other expenses incurred by the government, can easily be as-, 
certained, but the loss in other ways—ways that are never even men- 
tioned when-the expense of the war is under diseussioi—was even 
greater than that which shows upon the books of the government. 
Thus it was through the war that the United States lost its merchant 
navy, which so far it has never been able to replace. 

The war with Russia eost J apan a small sum, comparatively, when 
the expense of our Civil War is considered, but a great deal more when 
the relative wealth of the two nations is compared. No one has ever 
felt the weight of taxation that the war placed upon this country, but 
every Japanese feels the tremendous taxation that has resulted from 
the trouble with Russia. 

Every one understands that the war with Russia was begun be- 
cause Japan -was-bursting its bounds. The islands of the Empire had 
reached the supreme limit of cultivation, and they could support no 
more life. The Japanese people had to expand. But the new territory 
that they have acquired by their wars with China and Russia does 
not see to attract their own people, although undoubtedly the gov- 
ernment would rather see the Japanese settle in Formosa and Man- 
churia than here. The new colonists in those countries are not con- 
tributing to the support of the home government, and the burdens 
of the people at home, instead of growing less, are becoming greater. 
Taxes have risen until it is impossible for the people to meet them, 
and riots have occurred with more or less frequency. An attack on 
« the supposedly divine Emperor has even occurred, and'the assassina- 

tion of one of the great statesmen of Japan in Korea has not been 
 forgotteli; although this last, was the work, of a foreigner—a Korean.

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WHAT TWENTY THOUSAND DOLLARS WOULD BUY. 


It is worth while to stop and consider what benefits ‘the city could 
have derived from the money that is likely to be lost by the bungling 
in, the tunnel matter. Of course just what the loss will ultimately 
amount to it is impossible at this writing to say, but that it will reach 
$20,000 is a conservative estimate. Allowing then that those figures 
are. correct, we have sacrificed for nothing the price of a beautiful 
park in which all the citizens of Richmond could have enjoyed them- 
selves for years to come. We have sacrificed one of the most attrac- 
tive features of every city, and what have we to show for it? Nothifg. 

_ With $20,000 we could plant beautiful trees on all our streets 
and erect a line of electroliers from the Southern Pacifie depot down 
Macdonald avenue and over to the Pomt, giving the city a beautiful 
appearance by night or day, whether the visitors landed here by 
train or steamer. And we could have done that and yet had money 
left. 

Then of course we could have done some paving with $20,000 and 
we tould have improved the city property in many ways. In fact, the 
uses that the $20,000 could have been put to are infinite. If it had 
been used to advertise Richmond in the east and during the fair next 
year it would have come near doubling our population, and yet it has 
all gone glimmering and the taxpayers must stand their loss cheer- 
fully. Think of the many days of hard work that $20,000 represents, 
to even the best paid of our citizens. Think of the men it would have 
employed in this season when so many are out of work. Think of the 
suffering it would have assuaged, in a word, think of the folly of 
wasting public money to any such an enormous amount. 


THE LAST LAP. 


» We are reaching the date when it will no longer be possible to 
register if you want to take part in the recall election of March 31st. 
There are yet many persons who should be registered who are not. 
Are you one of the number? If you are, may we ask if you feel that 
you are doing your duty in so important a matter by neglecting to 
vote? As we have pointed out many times, the issue is not simply, 
shall James C. Owens be allowed to dodge roll calls during the next 
session of the Legislature, trample upon his party and personal 
pledges and defy the people? No, it is something far more important 
than that. James C. Owens is the last flickering gasp of the old-time 
regime that defied voters and snapped its fingers at the men who 
elected the legislators.. If he be retained the voters of this district 
at last will say to the people of California and the old time bosses that 
they want a return of the old regime. Is that the position that the 
residents of this section of California propose to take? Are they 
going to be. known as the only retrogressives in the state. Yet that 
is exactly what will be the result if those who favor good government, 
truly representative government, and a real representative at Sac. 
ramento do not bestir themselves. The majority of the people of the 
district. we feel confident are in favor of Owens’ recall. But they 
must not let their apathy nullify their good intentions. Let it go to 
the people of California with all the emphasis that is.possible that 
SENATORS AND ASSEMBYMEN MUST KEEP THEIR PLEDGES. 


A OURIOUS CASE. 


In Rocklin, a small town in Placer County, the other day, the 
town marshal, Samuel Renaldi had a revolver duel while trying to 
arrest U. S. Holmes and the marshal was killed. The town, under the 
new emjpioyees’ liability law, is liable to $5,000 damages to his 
family. This is the first case of the. kind under the new law in this 
state, and it shows how far reaching the effects of the new law are. 
The city had not insured its employees, so the money to pay the 
loss must come directly out of the taxes. The case, however, is inter- 
esting to all the other municipalities in the state. Richmond, for 
instance, is responsible for all the accidents that happen to any of 
its employees while in the discharge of their duties, Thus, if a fire- 
man be hurt he has a right to compensation under the law, and a 
policeman the same way. If somebody working on the streets, or some 
other employee, receives an injury of any kind while in the discharge 
of his official duties the city is liable. As the sum may be large and 
applies to the school teachers and employees of that department as 
well as others, it would be wise for the city fathers to get busy and 
insure the employees of the city of Richmond either with the state, 
or else with some private corporation. It is very evident that the 
possible loss is very great and that the city may be required to meet 
losses many times what the insurance would cost. Under those cir- 
cumstances common business sagacity requires that the city should 
protect itself. The News calls the earnest attention of the council 
to the matter. 


OUR NEW FOREIGN TREATIES. 


The United States has now concluded arbitration treaties with a 
number of nations, by which it proposes to submit to the Hague 
tribunal any cases that may arise between the nations involved and 
itself. As the Hague has a ‘majority of European judges, as a rule, 


to decide cases, the American government has placed a very powerful | 


force in the hands of the European governments, which will no doubt 
sooner or later be used for the disadvantage of this country. Any 
dispute involving the Monroe doctrine must go to the Hague, and 
now that the President proposes to surrender the free tolls of Ameri- 
can ships, Europe has gained ail she asks and we have gotten nothing. 
It will be of interest to California to note that among the new.treaties 
is one with Japan. Whether the right of the Japanese to come to 
this country at will is now to be decided by European sations is not 
quite clear, but it seems more than likely. Even our domestic affairs 
are now to be regulated from the European capitals, and we are not 
to be allowed to do anything in the United States which they dis- 
approve. Certainly the foreign policy of the present administration 
is something as fearful as it is discreditable. 


There is no reason why Richmond should not be made one of the 
most attractive cities around the bay. She can be if every one will 
lend a helping hand. Let us remember that in that matter the interest 
of every-resident is common and: there should be no knockers. Those 
who have hammers should throw them away. .

STREET WIDENING 


(Continued from page 1) 


also has arranged his affairs to be 
on hand for the express purpose of 
making the council investigate the 
matter. 


It is claimed by those opposing 
Brown that his protest is nothing 
more than a cleverly laid scheme to 
block action and hinder the develop- 
ment of that section of the city. 


The commissioners, H, H. Turley, 
Levi Boswell and the late John Ny- 
stfom—consumed many months in 
their negotiation. Burg Brothers, the 
largest real estate® operators inter- 
ested, assert they were willing to 
stand for any kind of an arrange- 
ment to widen the street. 

Despite this fact the final asses- 
ments show that lots in the Nicholl- 
Macdonald tract of Burg Brothers are 
allowed smaller damages than similar 
and adjoining property. 

In talking over the matter Sun- 
day, E. J. Burg declared that his 
tract was discriminated against and 
asserts that the John Nicholl Com- 
pany was allowed for its holdings on 
Twenty-third street, below Macdon- 
ald avenue, three times the assessed 
value of the lots, plus $1000 an acre, 
while the Burg land, condemned, was 


| priced at less than twice the figures 


of the assessor. 

Furthermore, while only the first 
block on the west side of Twenty- 
third street, and excluding the west- 
erly inside lots of such blocks, are 
included in the district assessed, on 
the east side of Twenty-third street, 
the district follows an irregular line 
taking in an average width of over 
400 feet. 

This, it is alleged, places a much 
larger portion of the cost of the 
widening upon the lots in the Nich- 
vll-Macdonald tract. As showing the 
discrepancy in the damages allowed, 
Burg points out that the East Shore 
and Suburban railway was allowed 
$6000 damages for a twenty-foot 
strip off of the, road’s property, which 
has a 200-foot frontage, while Burg 
Brothers are allowed $10,089.70 for 
a like twenty-foot strip, which is 
1900 feet in length. Burg claims 
that figuring the cost of his property 
on the basis allowed the railway, his 
land would bring approximately $50,- 
000. ‘ iy 

Notwithstanding the fautly manner 
in which the damages have been al- 
lowed and the assessment district 


formed, Burg alleges that his com- 
pany has been willing to agree to 
anything and will make no protest, 
only asking that action be taken to- 
wards widening the street. 

He further declares that his firm 
has withheld from sale for over one 
year the Twenty-third street front- 
age, involved in the widening of the 
street, and that the loss of interest 

1 the money invested has been be- 
tween $15,000 and $20,000. 

Some of the property owners de- 
Clare that another reason for the 
delay is because of faulty specifica- 
tions drawn up by City Engineer 
Chapman for the sewer work. 

It is claimed that the successful 
bidders, Bates, Borland and Ayer, 
found that the plans and specifica- 
tions were absolutely ridiculous and 
that the whole matter had to be re- 
advertised and again figured in. Of 
ecourse the taxpayers footed this bill, 
and by many it is claimed that this 
is just another one of the numerous 
plans brought forward to block the 
action. 

From what can be learned Brown’s 
protest is based upon the fact that in 
the tract owned by him on upper 
Twenty-third street is a ten-foot strip 
which he dedicated some timé ago 
for street purposes. It is said that 
he now finds that he has shut him- 
self out in the matter of securing 
payment for it,..while others. who 
have not dedicated, are to be paid 
|for their land. 


It is also whispered that 
owns land above San Pablo. and 
would be largely benéfited by the 
proposed extension of Ashland ave- 
nue, easterly along the Santa Fe 
tracks and connecting with the state 
highway. For that reason he is said 
to be desirous of holding back devel- 
opment in the Twenty-third street 
district. 

To any one not directly interested 
in the assessment matter it would 
look as if the city would be immeas- 
urably benefited by the widening and 
paving of both Twenty-third street 
and Pullman avenue. These thor- 
oughfares are along the main artery 
of travel from Oakland into’ Rich- 
mond and the widening and paving 
of them would undoubtedly give vis- 
itors a better impression of the city 
which they are entering. 

Every one knows that when the 
“live wires” fall out and turn loose 
their war dogs of oratory, that some- 
thing is due to fall. Such will un- 
doubtedly be the case when the trou- 
ble is given a public airing Thursday 
evening.

law is similar to the one now upon 
the California statute books. During 
the consideration of the bill Con- 
gressman Knowland in lending it his 
support spoke as follows: 

Mr. J. R. Knowland—Mr. Chair- 
man, as the gentleman from Colorado 
(Mr. Seldomridge) so we stated, the 
4 Western states, the suffrage states, if 

you please, are the states which have 
taken the lead in legislation of this 
character. California has a law sim- 
ilar to this upon her statute books, 
enacted in 1911: and amended in 
1913. The constitutionality of the 
California act was upheld by the 
Supreme Court of that state in: 1912 

(124 Pac. Rep., 427.) 

The California law is, in my opin- 

ion, more far-reaching. For in- 
stance, I notice that in the classes of 
employment the California law in- 
{cludes public lodging houses, apart- 
ment houses, and places of amuse- 
ment, which should not have been 
excluded from this bill, particularly 
places of amusement. In regard to 
the penalties imposed, the California 
act is more drastic. For the second 
offense an employer can be impris- 
oned. I believe this bill should carry 
similar penalties.‘ The law in Cali- 
fornia up to this time has worked en- 
tirely satisfactorily. While it was 
first thought it might havea tendency 
to prevent women from obtaining em- 
ployment, lower wages, and drive in- 
dustries from the state, so far the 
effect has not been as feared in some 
quarters. 

California, Colorado and the state 
of Washington have set an example 


— 


that the Capitol of the nation may 
well follow. Let this be a model law 
for those states which have not seen 
fit to enact similar laws in the in- 
terest of the woman compelled to toil. 
It speaks well for the manhood of 
the nation that this meritorious meas- 
ure has practically the unanimous 
support of the members of the House. 

It is a well established fact that 
where women are subjected to the 
physical and mental strain of long 
hours their health is necessarily im- 
paired. Not only do the women suf- 
fer ill effects, but even more serious | 
is the influence upon future genera- 
tions. It seems that arugnment should 
be unnecessary. I have, while a/| 
member of this body, taken an active 
interest in the enactment and en- 
;forcement of laws to prevent the 
|terrible white slave traffic. Effective 
laws have be enenacted, and Con- 
grss is generous in providing funds 
for the enforcement of the white 
slave traffic laws now upon the stat- 
ute books. But I consider laws ofr 
this character fully as important. 
They have a tendency to lessen the 
burdens of the girl compelled to la- 
bor, and there is perhaps less temp- 
tation to yield to those who, taking 
advantage of the situation, might at-
